WHEREAS, The City Council is authorized under § 17.60.075 of the Lincoln Municipal1

Code to establish disposal fees and hours of operation for persons permitted to use the Liquid Waste2

Dump Station Facilities of the Lincoln Wastewater System located at the Theresa Street Wastewater3

Treatment Facility as part of its Special Waste Disposal Permits Program; and4

WHEREAS, the Director of Public Works and Utilities has determined the estimated costs5

and available resources for compliance monitoring of incoming loads;6

 NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the City Council of the City of Lincoln,7

Hours of Operation9

Effective September 1, 2006, except for emergencies or other special circumstances10

approved by the Director of Public Works/Utilities, the hours of operation of the Liquid Waste11

Disposal Fees for Normal Hours7

Effective January 1, 2007, during those hours designated as normal hours above, the8

following disposal fees shall be charged for use of the City’s Liquid Waste Dump Station Facilities9

or other designated locations for the disposal of Special Wastes determined to be conditionally10

acceptable under the provisions of  § 17.58.135 of the Lincoln Municipal Code:11

Wastes Routed to Anaerobic Digestion $0.037 per Gallon12

Wastes Routed to Grit Processing $0.125 per Gallon13

Wastes Routed to Plant Headworks $0.035 per Gallon14

Minimum Fee $13.00 per Load   15

Surcharge for Extended Hours16

During those hours designated as extended hours above and in emergencies, a surcharge of17

ten dollars ($10.00) per load shall be assessed in addition to all other normal fees to help defray18

expenses associated with the City’s treatment plant operators being interrupted from their normal19

course of work to log in and accept the incoming waste load in the special circumstances. To20

minimize the lost time the hauler shall telephone the City’s treatment facility operator on duty at21



least thirty (30) minutes in advance of arriving at the Liquid Waste Dump Station Facilities, or1

otherwise make prior arrangements with operations staff the same day. 2

Other Provisions3

(a) All wastes to be disposed at the Liquid Waste Dump Station Facilities must be4

accompanied by a copy of a current Special Waste Disposal Permit.5

(b) Special Wastes routed to Anaerobic Digestion may include grease trap waste from6

cooking operations, septage from residential type septic tanks or similar facilities,7

portable chemical toilet wastes, certain industrial sludge, and any other wastes8

deemed by the City to be amenable to and desirable for direct anaerobic digestion in9

lieu of regular treatment.10

(c) Special Wastes routed to Grit Processing may include mud/sand trap waste from car11

washes, vehicle service bays, or other similar wastes, provided such wastes consist12

primarily or organically inert heavy solids that are amenable to such grit processing.13

(d) Special Wastes routed to Facility Headworks may include all remaining wastes not14

otherwise processed as described above and that are deemed acceptable for regular15

treatment through the entire treatment facility.16

(e) The disposal fees set forth above apply to the type of waste processing used, rather17

than to the type of Special Waste received. The City reserves the right to reroute any18

Special Waste to the type of waste processing it deems most appropriate and to19

charge the applicable disposal fee for the type of waste processing selected.20

(f) Sales tax, if applicable, shall be assessed on the sum of all fees, including any21

surcharge.22

AND FURTHER, BE IT RESOLVED that Resolution No. A-78938, adopted by the City23

Council on August 10, 1998, is hereby superseded.24
